Hamlin was given a Series E war 
bond goal of $75,900. 
Series E war 
bond sales stood Saturday night at 
$79,575— 105 per cent of the bond 
quota. 
In other series war bonds Hamlin 
was assigned a goal of 
$69,000. 
Total sales stood at $177,506.50. 
Against

of 
$145,200 for Hamlin, grand total 
of sales for Series E and other bonds 
was $215,612.75. 
This gives '"ani­ 
line a record of 148 per cent on goal 
leached. 
Jones County, reports A. C. Hum­ 
phrey, county chairman, exceeded 
both its Series E bond and over-all 
quotas in the campaign. 
Over-all sales of $883,946.74 were

Of interest to Hamlin area farm­ 
ers^ Monday was report that that 
the aveage price of middling 15-16 
inch cotton at 10 Southern spot 
markets was unchanged at 24.48 
cents per pound. 
Jones County cotton farmers are 
anxious to get this year’s crop out 
of the way and stalks out because 
wiue.spread 
talk continues that a 
Texas non-cotton zone could be in­ 
voked in 1946-47— unless farmers 
can “corral” boll weevils 
The state’s commissioner of agri­ 
culture, in fact, has been urged to 
utilize every means at his disposal 
before a non-cotton zone is put “on 
the table” with federal officials. 
There are indications that next 
year’s cotton acreage in Jones and 
other West Texas counties will be 
larger than this year’s for several 
reasons. 
Cotton is a good price, the 
cottonseed crop will be vitally need­ 
ed to supplement the nation's cook­ 
ing oil supplies, and if a non-cotton 
zone can be “detoured” cotton will 
remain the South’s No. 1 cash crop.

Of considerable interest to South­ 
ern Jones County people is construc­ 
tion work, which is undrway on a

pipeline 
connecting

Onyx Refining Corporation collec­ 
tion system with the Magnolia line 
at the Magnolia Merkel station. This 
line should be completed by January 
16, according to O. B. Stephens, 
president of the Onyx Refining Cor­ 
poration. 
For several years, excess crude 
which Onyx has not used has been 
pumped to the Humble Oil Refining 
Company line at Hawley, and some 
of the excess will probably continue 
to go to Humble. 
Cost of the eight-mile project will 
be about $50,000. 
It will be used 
to dispose of crude oil from the 
Wimberly, Reddin, Ackard and other 
pools of the Jones-Taylor area which 
cannot be utilized by Onyx. 
At the present, Onyx, through ap­ 
proximately 75 miles of collection 
and main lines, is using from 85,000 
to 90,000 barrels of crude per month 
from the area and collecting about 
240.000 barrels per month. 
With the new system of Onyx, a 
three-way outlet is provided for the 
production 
of the area and will 
afford sufficient capacity for any 
extensions or new pools which may 
be developed.

With p re-fab ricated ho u ses, there is immediate relief fo r o u r acu te 
ho u sing sho rtage, and ev en tho u gh citizens canno t y et get all the b u ilding 
materials they want— in the line o f lu mb er— they can set u p a p re-fab ri­ 
cated ho u se and fo rget the entire ho u sing p ro b lem fo r the time b eing. 
With the ho u sing situ atio n schedu led to b e still ro u gher in 19 4 6 , the 
retu rning GIs and o thers -wo u ld do well to inv estigate immediately p o ssi­ 
b ilities o ffered b y tho se attractiv e p ro du cts o f necessity — p re-fab ricated 
ho mes.

Vario u s b rands o f “ex p erts” are ab ro ad in the land ju st no w p lagu eing 
the o rdinary man with su ch argu ments and hewilderri ng him with statistics 
and grap hs and charts which p u rp o rt to p ro v e that o nly a small fractio n 
o f the co u ntry ’s “wo rking fo rce” is no w req u ired to p ro du ce an ab u ndance

I wou ld su ggest we go 
join u p again; in fact,” he say s, “I 
am going to re-enlist. 
Civ ilian life 
isn’t what it u sed to be. 
My mother 
and father life in New Zealand. 
I 
liv ed before the war with an au nt 
in El Paso.
